The report, 
in addition to covering my administration, which began 
September 10, 1898, includes seven months of the admin- 
istration of Hon. M. J Nugent and all of the administra- 
tion of Hon. J. W. Dorrington. 


j STATISTICAL. 


The number of prisoners now confined*in the Terri- 
torial penitentiary amounts to 214, all of whom are 
males. This is thirty-eight more than was confined here 
December 31, 1897. The avetage number in confinement 
for the years 1897 and 1898 was 190%.

FINANCIAL. 


The gross expense of maintaining the prison for the 
year 1897 was $41,381.82 and the net expense $34,- 
902 54; the gross expense for 1898 was $46,790.17 and 
the net expense $37,565 62; the gross per capita per day 
during 1897 was .554 and the net expense for the same 
was .472. The gross cost per capita per day during 1898 
was .723 and the net cost for same was 594. 
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Strenuous efforts are being made to keep down therun- 
ning expenses of the place, and will be continued. Unfor- 
tunately the present winter found the institution almost 
devoid of beds and blankets, and the men with but little 
clothing of any kind. The expenses for this material dur- 
ing the last quarter was $1,006.54. Notwithstanding 
this big outlay, the men have been, and are still, compelled 
to go without coats. The cause of this destitution is 
attributed to the wear, tear and destruction of bedding 
and clothing in the wood and canal camps. 


VALUE OF PRISON PROPERTY. 


The value of the prison property is much the same as it 
was two years ago, viz: $150,000. With the exception 
of a small addition to the house of the superintendent, 
made under the management of Mr John Dorrington, 
the buildings are much the same. No new ones have 
been erected, but those built have been kept in good 
repair, hence have not depreciated in value. 


DIETARY. 


An abundance of well-cooked food, plain but nourish- 
ing in character, is supplied to the prisoners, and three 
meals a day are served to all. 


The following is the daily and weekly ration per man. 


Beef, 14 pounds daily. 
Coffee, 1 ounce daily. 
Potatoes, 12 ounces daily. 
Sugar, 14% ounces daily 
Flour, 116 pounds daily 
Bacon, 2 ounces weeklv 
Beans, 34 pound weekly. 
Fruit, 7 47-100 ounces weekly. 

Onions, 34 pound weekly. 

Lard, 194 ounces weekly. 

Rice, 3 ounces weekly

In addition, the bakery is furnished weekly with 5 
pounds sugar, 20 pounds salt and 10 pounds lard. 
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The kitchen for cooking purposes is supplied with 3 
gallons vinegar, 74 gallons molasses or syrup, 5 pounds 
pepper, 2 cans condensed milk, 1 can baking powder, 4. 
cans lye, 16 pounds soap and 30 pounds salt 

The laundry uses 110 pounds soap, weekly, and 2 
cans lye 

There is distributed to the prisoners 10 pounds soap, 
and each one is allowed 2 ounces smoking or chewing 
tobacco weekly: 

The night firemen and engineers are allowed 13 
pounds bacon, 2 cans condensed milk and 3 pounds lard, 
weekly. 


SANITARY 


The sanitary condition of the institution is excellent, 
as may be evidenced by the minimum amount of sickness 
reported by the prison physician. Prisoners coming in 
from other institutions have occasionally to be sent to the 
hospital on their arrival, suffering with various forms of 
~ disease. (For further information hereof see report of 
prison physician.) 

DISCIPLINE. 


The discipline about'the prison is well maintained. A 
humane but firm method of treatment is enforced, hence 
but little trouble in the management of prisoners is exper- 
1enced and but few punishments for infraction of the rules 
or insubordination have been found necessary. 


PRISON LIBRARY. 


The records of the'prison do not show any material 
augmentation in the number of volumes in the prison 
library Since I came here no new books have been pur- 
chased, but twelve of the leading magazines'of thecountry 
have been subscribed and paid for from the library fund 
This fund is maintained by an entrance fee of 25 cents 
which is charged to visitors to the institution. There 1s 
at this time $23.19 in said fund. 


PRISONERS’ FUND 


Prisoners, when not otherwise employed, are allowed 
the privilege of manufacturing non-contraband articles,

for which they find to visitors a fairly ready sale. The 
articles thus made consist of onyx work, lace, walking

EMPLOYMENT OF PRISONERS.

The proper employment of prisoners is one of the ^ 


prime factors in the good management of an institution. 
Unfortunately our opportunities in this direction are 
extremely limited. Outside of the necessary duties within 
the prison walls and the manufacture of adobes for sale, 
the hill upon which the prison is huilt affords the only 
means ofemployment. This hill is evidently the remains 
of a glacial moraine which at some time or other covered 
the country hereabouts, and is made up of blue clay and

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granite boulders. The blue clay when screened makes ` 


excellent sidewalks, and, as such, iş used by citizens of Yuma 
to whom it is occasionally sold at the rate of 3 wagon- 
loads for a dollar. The clay is also largely used for 


repairs and improvements about the prison. 


WOOD CAMPS. 


Work in the wood camps had been discontinued prior 

« to my coming here and work has not been resumed in that 

direction. The nearest wood available 1s distant about 

6 miles, and as the underbrush is thick and heavy, thecost 

of extra guard hire and the danger of losing men would 

more than balance any advantagés derived in lessening 
the cost of wood to the institution. 


SHOES AND CLOTHING 


The shoes and clothing worn by the prisoners are 
made here. "There are ample facilities for doing this class 
of work and more could be accomplished in that direction 
if we had the work to do 


PAROLE LAW. 


The parole law adopted by the 18th Legislature does i 
not appear to find much favor among the prisoners Two

Hon. Herbert Brown, 
Superintendent Territorial Prison, 
Yuma, Arizona: 


Dear Sm: I have the honor to submit herewith my : 
report of the medical and sanitary department of this 
prison for two years ending December 31, 1898. 


Comparison with preceding vears, as shown on 
Exhibit “A,” shows an increased number of deaths during 
years 1897-98, but this is due, in a measure, to the custom 
followed by United States authorities sending consump- 
tive convicts from California for a change of climate As 
these men are in advanced stages of pulmonary tuberculo- 
sis, death soon follows their arrival, and our percentage 
of mortality rises correspondingly In passing, I desire to 
say the practice of sending these prisoners here in their 
condition is to be deprecated, as their presence in the 
institution is a menace to the health of those confined 
with them. 


The isolation of this class of cases in a separate apart- 
ment, under strict quarantine, and the fumigation of all 
property used by the patients, has so far protected the 
healthy and prevented the disease from infecting other 
inmates. 
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The death of several Indians due to pulmonary phthi- 
sis, shows the predisposition of this race to disease when 
confined. One of the cases, Bad-Dish, an Apache Indian, 
exhibited the symptoms and results of general infection in 
its worst forms. 


The general health of the prisoners is very good, and 
may be attributed, in a measure, to the location of this 
institution, where the drainage is excellent and the climate 
permitting outdoor exercise every day of the year 


The hospital is supplied with six beds for patients and 
room for more if necessary; one hospital steward and 
assistant keep it in excellent shape. 


The supply of medicine is ample and sufficient to meet 
all reqüirements. Surgical instruments and appliances 
for the performance of operations also are included in our 
list of property 


I have inspected the quarters assigned the inmates of 
the prison aud find them well provided with bedding. 
The cells are well ventilated and lighted by electricity. 


The yard and surroundings are kept in a sanitary cou- 
dition, free from all decomposing matter The sinks and 
drains from the kitchen are kept in good repair, proper 
care being exercised in the disposal of garbage of all kinds 


The laundry waste pipes and closets being directly 
connected with the main sewer, emptying into the Colo- 
rado River, insures a proper carrying away of all mater- 
ial. Frequent flushing of the sewer pipe with water tends 
to keep it clean. 


The food furnished the table is of good quality, ample 
in supply and well cooked. Iconsider the diet table gen- 
erous, and in variety such as is essential for the preserva- 
tion of the health of the prisoners. In addition to the 
established ration, I have been able, whenever occassion 
required, to get such food as the hospital patients needed, 
an arrangement very much appreciated by them. 


I would call your attention to the accompanying 
tabulated list, Exhibit ^B," showing general number of 
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cases treated at dispensary and in hospital This, how- 
ever, does not include the whole number of prescriptions: 
issued, neither does it note many cases of minor complaint 
too trivial in character to encumber the record. 


Several cases of insanity occuring among the inmates 
have givenmuch concern It is rather difficult at times to 
determine just how much a desire for release from the 
prison walls affects the mental equilibrium of convicts X 
few of the afflicted sent to the Asylum for treatment were 
returned and apparently cured of mental derangement. 


I desire to express my appreciation of the courtesies 
extended me by the officers of the prison. -
